RUSSIANS PILFER $4,120,000 MORE 


OF FUNDS OF RED CROSS SOCIETY 


Czar Nicholas is Outraged at Existence of Such Gross 


Corruption Among Aristocratic Classes Entrusted 


With the Society's Arrangements. 


Berlin, July 25.—Fresh scandals or 


enormous proportions have arisen in 
connection with.the management of 
the Russian National Red Cross funds. 
Eight million rubies 
($4,120,000) 
is 


missing from the central treasury, prac- 
tically sweeping away all the cash 
available for the needs of Kuroptakin's 
army. The loss came to light in con- 
sequence of the demand of the prov- 
ince of Cherson for an acknowledge- 
ment ol its contribution of 100.000 
rubles. An investigation of the books 
in St. Petersbure and Moscow reveal- 
ed the discrepancy, which seems to-be 
part of a system of thievery practiced 
since the beginning of the war. Nich- 


olas is reported to be outraged at the 
existence of such corruption among 
rhe aristocratic classes intrusted with 
the Red Cross arrangements. He in- 
sists that the cuipits must be punish- 
ed, no matter who they may be. 


One of the most flagrant instances 


of Russian thievery, which is notorious 
in this country, occurred a few weeks 
ago when the czarina sent the Prussian 
regiment, of which she is 
honorary 


colonel, a set of 
magnificent

cloths, embroidered in gold and prec- 
ious stones. When the drum cloths 
reached Germany they were mere rags, 
having been entirely despoiled of their

Statue* Ma>: Sow Be Quickly Carved 


by Machinery. 


One of the latest triumphs of mechan- 


ical skill is a sculpturing machine 
which is capable of transforming a 
rough block of stone into a delicately 
carved bust or statue in a few hours. 


From the earliest times to the present 


day the sculptor's methods have been 
unchanged. The artist modeled his con- 
ception of the statue in clay, and when 
this was completed workmen possess- 
ing wondrous skill and lacking only the 
creath e faculty which marks the artist 
laboriously chiseled a block of marble 
into the counterfeit presentment of the 
clay model, the finishing touches being 
given by the artist himself. 


The operation of carving naturally 


took a long time, and for upward of a 
century numerous inventors ba\e been 
endeavoring to devise some machine 
to carve and chisel the stone. 


The machines are fitted with a num- 


ber of drills and gauges made of the 
hardest steel. These are kept revolving 
upon the block of stone and the operator 
guides them by tracing over the model 
that is being copied with a pointer. In 
this manner the block of stone is me- 
chanically and faultlessly turned into 
the perfect semblance of the original, 
and should the operator desire it he can 
either enlarge or reduce the copy and 
produce simultaneously at the same 
cost, excepting material, any number 
of duplicates up to twenty. 


A life sized statue would be carved 


by this wonderful machine in threb 
days from a solid block of marble 
Wood, alabaster and soft materials 
can be worked in half the time.—Amer 
lean Queen. 


Air In a. Snhtvny. 


An English yhysician h'as made an 


analysis of the air in the underground 
railway of London •w ith astonishing re 
suits. The amount of oxygen in the 
atmosphere was only 20.60 parts in vol 
ume, while in the worst courts in Lou 
don it was never found lower than 
20.86. Pure air contains 20.Q4 per cen 
of oxygen. 


And with diminution of oxygen there 


was a proportionate increase in the car- 
bonic acid gas. 
The normal quantity 


is .037 in 100 parts, but the expert 
found that in one of the Metropolitan 
railway tunnels the carbonic acid gas 
was .338 per cent. This is excessively 
high when it is taken into considera- 
tion that whenever the carbonic acid 
gas in the atmosphere exceeds .100 per 
cent the air is much too polluted to be 
breathed with safety to one's health.

There 
is no way to prevent the United States 
claiming the name American, and some 
such word is necessary to designate 
our people. Perhaps the time may come 
•when it will be decreed that we use 
the American language instead of the 
English. 


ITef^ue IB Diplomacy. 


John Bassett, United States minister 


to the republic of Panama, will have 
many delicate questions to settle in the 
performance of his duties. Some of the 
questions are unique in American di- 
plomacy. The capital of the new re- 
public, the city of Panama, is wholly 
surrounded by American territory and 
entirely separated, therefore, from oth- 
er territory of the republic. Jurisdiction 
ovpr the city, however, lies with the 
Panama government except so far as 
sanitation is concerned. That will be 
provided for by the American authori- 
:ies. The delimitation of the cities of 
Panama and Colon, both of which are 
under Panama, are questions for de- 
termination, the Panama republic de- 
siring as much territory as possible in 
the cities and the United States wish- 
ing to make the territory no larger 
than necessary for the business and 
population of the cities. 


Lair Enforcement. 


Enforcement of laws, criminal and 


civil, raises many delicate and impor- 
tant points. If a person should violate 
the law In the city of Panama, for in- 
stance, and proceed immediately to the 
American zone just outside the city 
limits, hw would be without the juris- 
diction of the Panama government au- 
thorities: if he should commit a crime 
in the Ameiican zone and escape into 
any part 01 Panama territory the 
American officials could not seize him. 
These and similar questions will arise 
constantly, and it will require nice ad- 
justment of the operations of the two 
governments to prevent a conflict of 
authority.

Machine Can Be Managed. 


?TTNCTUEES NOT DEEMED SERIOUS 


B. F. Edge Make* Darin* Experi- 


ments to Prove His loutentlou by 
Driving Over Broktu Bottles, Steel 
Chisels and 
LOUK Irou Spike* at 


Crystal Palace tiruuudu In Loudoii. 


'So much has been pi luted in news- 
papers recently about verluus accidents 
having 
happened 
u> 
automobiles 


through puncturing of tires or tbe tires 
coining oft* that S. F. K>lge of Englaud, 
a well known autouiMbiiibt, determined 
to take the matter up and show how 
misleading 
were 
Mich 
statements, 


and that accidents fnim such causes 
need never occur In pioperly construct- 
ed automobiles provided they were sent 
out on journeys in sound condition, 
says u London cable dKpiitch to tbe 
Xew York Herald. 


With this in view lit- gave a very in- 


teresting exhibition m the Crystal 
palace grounds the other afternoon. 
He used a fifteen liui sepower touring 
cur and the racer in \\ijieh he contest- 
ed for the international cup recently in 
Germany. 


For the purpose of bursting the tires 


the track was laid with broken bottles, 
broken steel chisels :md long Iron 
spikes driven into wooden blocks. The 
tires were burst while the cars were 
driven at full speed u\er the track, 
but the cars went '.traight on their 
way as if nothing tva* wroiig.wlth the 
wheels. 


The most exciting experiment was 


when Mr. Edge, hating cut tbe inner 
cases of a rear tire of his racer, dashed 
up and down the track \vith the view 
of showing the effect of casting a tire, 
but to make the tire ily off was no 
easy matter. He jerked the car from 
side to side and made it .swerve violent- 
ly as if turning a sharp curve, but it 
was not until after many attempts that 
the tire did leave tbe wheel, when the 
car continued tbe journey with a front 
deflated tire and a rear tireless rim. 


Mr. Edge said only a slight diminu- 


tion in the speed brought to his notice 
the fact that the tire Imd gone, but 
when questioned as to the danger of 
the spokes breaking, as in tbe case 
of an accident which resulted in the 
death of Sir William Rattlgan, Mr. 
Edge said: 


"When the spokes are of sound oak 


there can be no strain put upon them 
in the cars turning corners which the 
wheels ought not to be able to with- 
stand. In the Rattigau case the chauf- 
feur had already had n collision with 
a bank, which must have started the 
spokes, but 'an automobile starting 
sound on a journey can't come to 
grief." 


There \vas one danger in the future, 


however. The supply of -well seasoned 
oak cut the proper way for automobile 
wheels was falline short of the de- 
mand, and unless well seasoned wood 
was used there WHS undoubtedly dan- 
ger of the wheels uiving way unless 
carefully 
watchi d and 
periodically 


screwed up. as he found they shrank, 
but even then only carelessness could 
result in any serious accident.

Confederate Claims. 


The war department is paying old 


Confederate claims at a great rate, 
says a Washington dispatch to the New 
York Tribune. 
Re< ently congress ap- 


propriated $22o,000 for the reimburse- 
ment of Confederate soldiers who bad 
lost their horses or Bide arms on their 
way home after Lee's surrender. The 
terms offered by General Grant includ- 
ed the protection ot the Confederate 
soldiers against the loss of their ani- 
mals or pistols on their way back to 
their homes. Some of the comniuud in 
Tennessee and Georgia encountered 
northern troops who deprived them of 
their horses and arms. That was in 
1866, since -which time there has been 
an annual effort made to have the 
money value of the property restored 
to Lee's men. The quartermaster gen- 
eral's office has now paid out $151,839.- 
70 on account of these claims, and 
there is likely to be a further appro- 
priation made next s» ssion to continue 
the discharge of thi- obligation. It is 
surprising to the authorities that so 
many of the claimant^ survive and that 
so few are represent il by beirs.

Biz young women/ all pretty, well 


formed and athletic, have organized a 
volunteer life saving crew at Savin 
HU1 beach, Dorchester, Mass., for the 
protection of bathers and swimmers 
Who visit there during the summer 
months, says the Boston Herald. 
'£cr tte past tlirce yor.rs there ts« 


Mten a volunteer crew of life savers 
stationed at 'the pretty beach at the 
hted of Dorchester bay, but made up 
-oft men. The crew was very enthusias- 
tic for two years, but last season it 
seemed to lose interest in the work and 
etirly this season disbanded. 


The heroic rescue on June 18 by Miss 


A'fenes L. Kersey of a boy named Ed- 
ward Gillis, together with her previous 
rescue and the saving of life by other 
yonng ladies at the Savin Hill beach, 
suggested the organization of a girls' 
crew of life savers, and a few days 
ago tbe corps was instituted, with Miss 
Agnes L. Kersey as captain. 


It is the first organization of its kind 


ever formed in the world, and the 
young "ladies comprising the crew are 
being roundly congratulated for taking 
the initiative iii sucl* a humane cause, 
and in Worcester and one or two other 
places the formation of other crews of 
young women is now in progress. 


The Xadles' Volunteer Life Saving 


corps of Sayin Hill beach, which is the 
name adopted by the plucky young 
women, will engage in regular boat 
drUls and rescue work and will be 
trained to the work of restoring the 
apparently drowned and otherwise fit- 
ted for the duties they may be called 
UDOU to perform. 


Such experienced instructors as Peter 


8/McXalIy, James C. Hurley, Thomas 
P: Delahunt, John W. Glenister, Wal- 
ter A. Smith, and M. J. Leary will de- 
vote much time to fitting the crew for 
all kinds of emergencies. It is confi- 
dently expected that it will give a good 
account "of Itself during the season. 


The people of Dorchester are deeply 


Interested in the corps and have prom 
ised to lend every assistance to pro- 
mote its efficiency. The young women 
of'the crew nre very enthusiastic. They 
are above "ordinary intelligence and 
haye a fnH understanding of the dan- 
gers they may be called upon to meet. 
Following are brief sketches of the life 
savers: 


Miss Aghss L. Kersey, captain, Is 


nineteen yeajs old, has saved several 
frpm drowcisg by swimming out to 
them and towing to safety. She was 
born in Milton, where she at present re- 
sides.' Miss Kersey Is of very rugged 
constitution and delights in all kinds 


• ot athletics. She learned to swim three 


years ago under the instruction of 
Peter S. McKally and Walker A. Smith 
arid is very proficient in the art, swim- 
ming all styles and performing most 
difficult feats with ease and grace. 
She never seems to tire in the water, 
and the distances she swims would 
make many strong male swimmers 
tired, to even think of them. 


Miss Kersey's girl friends call her 


"the amphib," for she spends almost 
as much "time in the water as out of it. 
In the summer of 1902 she rescued a 
ten-year-old girl at Savin Hill who had 
got beyond her depth, -and last summer 
•he assisted several to the shore who 
bad become exhausted. Miss Kersey 
comes of a swimming family, having 
two brothers and two sisters who are 
experts. During the summer months 
she lives with her sister, Mrs. Thomas 
Delahunt, at Dorchester, a shorf dis- 
tance from Savin Hill beach. 


Miss Mary D. Kersey, a sister of 


Agnes, is a member of the crew. She 
is a capital swimmer, strong and 
plucky. She is fearless in the water 
She says she would swim daily 
throughout the winter but for the fear 
that she might be regarded as of un 
sound mind. A year ago Mary rescued 
a woman and a child who were thrown 
overboard from a catboat in an upse 
and swam with both for fifty yards un 
til assistance arrived. 


A charming young woman is Miss 


Georgina Milne, seventeen years old. 
born in Roxbnry of Scotch parentage, 
a graduate of the Edward Everet 
Grammar school, Dorchester, and thi 
girls' high. 
She lives at Dorcheste; 


and is very athletic, can run like i 
frightened deer nnd can swim untiring 
ly. She learned to swim at Savin Hil 
beach about four years ago. Two lit 


is exceptionally strong for a young wo- 
man of her physigue and haa several 
trophies won in girls' running races at 
the Jicuich pn.-Uii.-o. ijiie cornea of an 
athletic family, her father having been 
the champion football player of Scot- 
laud.

Grieve graduated from the Edward 
Everett school, Dorchester, and the 
Dorchester high school. 


Ruggedly built aiid an enthusiastic 


swimmer is Miss Eunice Slaue of Dor-

She is seventeen years old 


and has been swimming for eight 
years. She is a good all around ath- 
lete, -a clever tennis and golf player, 
rides horseback and rows like u pro- 
fessional. She has assisted several per- 
sons to shore who weuld surely have 
been drowned but for her timely aid.

Texas Rice Lands. 


THEY WILL SUPPLY THE CAPITAL 


;oiivul Dlederlch Contracts German 


Unlvervltlea With OnrH. 


That the practice of Americans seek- 
ng education abroad is barely holding 
ts own because of the increasing ex- 
•ellence of American colleges is the 
conclusion drawn from statistics show- 
ng American attendance at German 
colleges, submitted to the state depart- 
ment by United States Consul Diede- 
rich at Bremen, Germany, says a 
Washington dispatch. 


Mr. Diederich says that the number 


of foreign students, especially of those 
coming from 
Russia, has steadily 


grown, but a careful study of the at- 
.endance at the German universities 
seems to show that Americans have 
not been adding to this increase. 


There were only seven more Ameri- 


cans enrolled last winter than there 
were four years ago—317 in all. 


"During the nineteenth century Ger- 


man universities led the world in eru- 
dition and-scientific investigation land 
their great professors attracted many 
students from all parts of the world 


;her education." says 
"But times are alter- 


in quest of hi; 
Mr. Diederich. 
ed. 


"Having myself been engaged in edu- 


cational work as an American college 
professor for a good part of my man- 
hood,'I have naturally taken consider- 
able interest in the life and work at 
the various institutions of learning in 
this country, and it is my impression 
that the facilities for higher education 
are improving in the United States 
much more rapidly than in Germany. 
Despite all our. imperfections, one can- 
not but admire the great upward 
strides which the American system of 
education, from the humble district 
school up, has been making during the 
last few decades. 


"American educational institutions 


are the best equipped in the world. I 
know but one German university that 
can claim to be up to the times in this 
regard, and it stands third iii the list 
of attendance. There 1s steady progress 
all along the line of public instruction 
in the United States, and particularly 
in our higher class of universities." 


MOSQUITO REMEDY. 


New MoTS-n Hay's Value Described 


by a Citizen of Galventon. 


A gentleman living in Galveston, 


Tex., who occasionally goes into the 
country for a day or two came back 
from a recent trip with a brand new 
mosquito remedy, says the Galveston 
News. 


"You 
can talk about your screens on 


the cisterns and buy the best bars for 
your bed, but I am here to tell you 
that there is nothing like new mown 
hay to keep the little pests from you. 
I have just been up in the country, 
where the mosquitoes are as thick 
as fleas on a common cur, and after 
vainly trying to sleep iu the house I 
got up and went out into a pile of new 
hay and slept soundly the rest of the 
night. I was in the open without any 
bar or covering of any kind and not 
one mosquito came near me. 


"How do I account for that? Well, 


at first I did not know just the reason, 
but after trying the experiment several 
times I came to the conclusion that the 
mosquitoes do not like the smell of 
new mown hay, or any hay for that 
matter. 
No, I would not advise the 


citizens of Galveston to buy a bale of 
hay apiece and spread it out on their 
bedroom floors for a place to sleep, but 
if any of them have occasion to go into 
the country and are driven out of the 
house by the pests, let them make their 
bed in the hay, and I'll guarantee that 
they will get a refreshing night's sleep." 


Hlkmdo'a Subject* Bfllere There 1» * 


Great Future For the Industry In 
1'exAB—Baron Matnudalra Declare* 
It I* Ideally Equipped For Rive 
Culture. 
The great future held out by the rice 


industry of the United States has be- 
come the subject of considerable inter- 
est and discussion, and its ultimate 
success, especially in Texas, seems to 
be a foregone conclusion, says the New 
York Times. 


Already the Japanese have nn eye to 


the possibilities exislinu in the Lone 
Star State and are advising the intro- 
duction of Japanese capital to take 
hold of the situation. They hope be- 
fore long that many Japanese of wealth 
and standing will become residents of 
the state. Baron Masauao Matsudaira, 
vice president of the imperial Japanese 
commission to the St. Louis exposition, 
who, in company with Jiro Harada, as- 
sistant commissioner, and H. Yaifla- 
waki, secretary to the minister of ag- 
riculture of Japan, visited the Stock Ex- 
change in New York a few days ago, 
is very much elated over the conditions 
he found existing in Texas when re- 
cently visiting that slate. In an inter- 
view on the subject he expressed his 
views as follows: 


"I shall certainly take pleasure in 


recommending Texas to my country- 
men as a great country for the produc- 
tion of their staple. And I shall use 
my influence in inducing immigration 
to this country. There are now more 
than 50,000 Japanese in America. Here- 
tofore our emigrants to America have 
been recruited from the lower ranks of 
common laborers. I shall use my best 
endeavors in inducing a better class 
of emigrants. 
What Texas needs is 


capital, and I think that Japanese cap- 
ital should take hold of the situation. 
I believe that within a reasonably short 
time many Japanese of wealth and 
standing will become residents of the 
state. 


"Three points especially impressed 


themselves upon my mind during my 
brief stay in the state. First, the char- 
acter of the country is" especially adapt- 
ed to the production of rice. I never 
before saw so beautifully flat a coun- 
try, except, in the Yangtsekiang valley, 
China. 
These two sections are very 


similar and strike me as being espe- 
cially adapted to rice culture. I have 
traveled all over the world, but have 
never seen any other country to com- 
pare with them for the rice industry. 


"The next point that strikes me fa- 


vorably is the fact that Texas is so 
well adapted to irrigation. This is a 
great point in favor of the industry, 
and it can be used to advantage in in- 
ducing Japanese immigrants to Texas. 


"The third and last and most impor- 


tant point, perhaps, is the richness of 
the soil. I find that very little, if any, 
fertilizing Is required for the produc- 
tion of rice in that state. 


"On the whole, I concur in the be- 


lief of Mr. Ichikawa, our agricultural 
and horticultural expert and chief in 
charge of the Japanese garden at the 
St. Louis fair, that Texas is a coming 
rice country."

If their teeth are bad, crack the 
corn; don't grind it. la hot weather, if 
there are no shade trees near, it is a 
good plan to let sheep run to a barn or 
shed during the hea.t of the day, where 
they can have water.'- Ecedlhem grain 
at noon.—Richard Wolley'in American 
Agriculturist.

On the other hand, fresh 
nanure mixed with the soil readily un- 
dergoes a fermentation which not only 
ucreases the availability of its own 
fertilizing constituents, but also assists 
n rendering soluble the hitherto insol- 
uble fertilizing constituents of the soil, 
n fact, even with special precautions 
:o prevent injurious fermentation un- 
der the feet of the animals and in the 
leap the greater return is likely to be 
got from manure applied in the fresh 
condition.—Farm and Live Stock Jour- 
nal.

there is no difficulty in curing. Often 
under these conditions it is safe to rake 
within a few hours after mowing and 
stake a few hours after the alfalfa has 
been put in the windrows. 


Mutton and Wool. - 


The modern mutton sheep must also 


be a wool producer, says the Farm and 
Stock Journal. 
Time was when the 


fleece was regarded as of more impor- 
tance than the carcass, and the sheep 
then kept on American farms were of 
a character to meet the requirement of 
heavy fleeces to a relatively light car- 
cass. JEut this condition, has changed 
from various causes, the principal, one 
being tbe steady increase in the de- 
mand for mutton, which made it the 
more profitable end of the sheep. The 
American Merino has been replaced by 
the Down and long wool English 
breeds, whose muttc.u qualities have 
been carefully developed for years, not 
much attention being paid to the fleece. 
So now it is mutton and wool, instead 
of wool anil mutton, as it was twenty 
years ago. 


Gaiiie!i Hens on the Farm. 


Guinea hens, both as useful and or- 


namental birds, should have a place 
on every farm. 
The only objection 


usually made against them is on ac- 
count of their noisy outcries. 
One 


soon becomes accustomed to their pe- 
culiar music and hardly notices it or 
disregards it on acaount of their many 
desirable qualities. They are attrac- 
tive to the sight, amusing In their hab- 
its and actions, and by many their 
flesh and eggs are considered superior 
articles of diet—Orange Judd Farmer. 


What the Trap Nest Shows. 


If poultrymen could be persuaded to 


use trap nests they would be surprised 
to discover what differences in egg 
production exists between hens from 
the same flock. In the Maine experi- 
ment station test one White Wyan- 
dotte hen laid 219 eggs in a year and 
another not one. Of four Plymouth 
Rocks one laid six eggs and the other 
three 237, 240 and 231 respectively. The 
general use of the trap nest -would dou- 
ble the profits of poultry keeping with- 
in five years.—Poultry Herald. 


Don't Set Tree* Too Deep. 


Experiments in planting trees of dif- 


ferent depths have been tested at a 
German experiment station with char- 
acteristic thoroughness. A number of 
trees were set at the usual depth and 
others at various depths, all lower than 
the nominal, to see what effect this 
would have upon the roots of the trees. 
In every case the tree, both in top and 
roots, grew more slowly with every in- 
crease in depth in planting beyond the 
usual depth. 


Split TTp the Flocks. 


One of the chief reasons why poultry 


does not do well on seme farms is be- 
cause they are generally kept in one 
large (lock, from 50 to 130 liens fre1- 
qnentiy. If the flock was divided np 
and not more than twenty-five kept to- 
gether the result would be a general 
impriTvement in health and productive- 
ness.

.Evan E. Edwards, a prosperous 


farmer and apiarist, living in the sub- 
urbs of Alexandria, Ind., is waging 
•warfare against,the English.sparrow, 
and he never loses an opportunity to 
kill the birds, says the Chicago Inter 
Ocean. He makes it a point to talk 
death to the sparrow at every agri- 
cultural meeting. 


His hatred of the sparrow is deep, 


seated, and he is seeking a deputyship 
as game warden that he may protect 
other birds and exterminate the spar- 
rows. "Every red headed woodpecker 
is worth 5100 to the fanner with whom 
it 
summers," 
says Mr. Edwards. 


"Robins are the farmer's friends, and 
with the bluebirds are particular suf- 
ferers from the English pest. 


"I had a family of bluebirds sum- 


mer with me for years, but now there 
is a pestiferous sparrow, living 100 
yards away, which, every day after 
the bluebirds come back this year, led 
a host of sparrows and assaulted the 
former. 
After driving out the male 


these foreigners dispossessed the fe- 
male, and I reached the scene only to 
find the disconsolate bluebirds grieving 
over a nest of picked eggs, which the 
sparrows had destroyed. The sparrows 
are the only birds in the world which 
will not tolerate another feathered 
companion, even in a wide area. They 
are killing off and driving away the 
common birds, and fruits, vegetables, 
flowers—everything, in fact, in the in- 
sect burdened limbs bears witness to 
the intolerance of th'e sparrow. 


"Tell everybody to kill every sparrow 


he can, and mayhap we can get a 
bounty on their heads after awhile. 
Certainly in Madison county it would 
be money well spent."
